would be the power of Congress

The Constitution says: 
In case of the removal of 
the 


President from office,

does one tiling, fails to do another: 


1. It gives the 
vice president 


power —to step into the prcsiden* 
cy—on a contingent basis.

It does 
not say the vice president shall 
or shall not make the tlcision.
